I do myself the honor to forward herewith, for presentation to 
Parliament, tables showing the results relative to the Vital Statistics of the 
Colony for the year 1869; being the tenth annual publication of this kind 
since Separation from New South Wales. 


POPULATION OF THE COLONY. 


The estimated population, on the 31st December, 1869, was 109,897, 
consisting of 66,571 males and 43,326 females. 
The subjoined table shows how this result has been arrived at :—

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Analysing this table, it will be seen that on the Ist of J GENE 1869, we 
had an estimated population of 65,848 males, 41,584 females—total, 107,427 
persons; and the total increase to the estimated population during 1869 
was 728 males, 1,742 females, or 2,470 persons. The sources from which we 
derive this increase are— : 

1. Excess of immigration over emigration by sea, and 

2. Natural increase arising from excess of births over deaths. _ 
It may be well to take the first source into consideration. The total arrivals 
in the Colony by sea in 1869 numbered 6,701 persons, against which the . 
departures were 7,124; a loss to the population from that source of 423 
persons. The number of each sex which arrived in the Colony and departed 
thence, the proportion who may be considered above the age of childhood, 
and the countries from which they arrived, and to which they departed, is 
best shown in a tabulated form. I therefore insert here a table compiled 
from returns furnished by the Collector of Customs, which contains very 
complete information upon this subject.

This shows that of the 423 persons who left the Colony in excess of those 
who arrived, 366 were over the age of fourteen years, and 57 were children 
under that age. It can, therefore, be safely assumed that the number 
represented by the figures, 366, show the actual loss to the population last 
year of those who may be deemed adults. 

Taking the second source into consideration, it will be perceived that, 
allowing for the loss to the population mentioned above, the increase under 
this head is 2,470 persons. 

The results given above are totally unconnected with the immigration 
or emigration which took place during the same period between this Colony 
and New South Wales over the inland border, and it is a matter to be regretted 
that, at present, we have no means of framing an estimate of the migration 
of the population in that direction. It is supposed that the number arriving 
and departing by that route is about equal. The supposition may be 
considered, toacertain extent, correct, as far as previous years are concerned ; 
for, if the estimated population of the Colony on the 31st December, 1860, 
31st December, 1863, and 31st December, 1867, is compared with the total 
population ascertained by the Census taken early in each of the years 
following the several periods mentioned, it will be seen that the estimate made 
on each occasion approximated very closely to the result¢ actually ascertained. 

Table No. 2, Appendix A, shows the estimated population, and the 
estimated mean population, on the 31st December, 1869. 


BIRTHS. 

The births of 4,654 children, consisting of 2,412 males and 2,242 
females, were registered in 1869, being an increase of 194 over the number 
recorded in 1868. 

_ The annual birth-rate per 1,000 of our population for 1869 was 43-08: 
this compares very favorably—first, with the birth-rate in England (which, 
in 1868, was 36°35, the highest recorded in the English returns; an average 
taken in thirty-one years (1888 to 1868), gave only 33°35); and 
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secondly, with the rate in New South Wales, which, in 1868, was only 36°36, 
and a mean taken of the rate for ten years in that colony (1859 to 1868), 
was found to be 42°24. 

The largest increase of births registered in any one district in 1869,. 
compared with 1868, occurred in the registration district of Wide Bay, being 
942 ereater than the number registered during the previous year. Satisfactory 
increases are also apparent in the districts of Brisbane, Warwick, and Dalby. 
Amongst our most inland registration districts, Cape River, Tambo, and St. 
George exhibit no inconsiderable excess over the numbers recorded in 1868. 
On the other hand, the largest decreases have occurred in the districts of 
Ipswich, Drayton and Toowoomba, and Rockhampton—a fact I am at a loss 
how to explain, bearing in mind the largely increasing settlement of population 
taking place in the districts mentioned. 

The proportion of each sex born (as previously stated), gives the per- 
centage of 92°95 females born to every 100 males. This ratio is something 
under the proportion recorded during the previous four years, as shown below—

The proportion the total number of births registered in 1869 bears to 
the female portion of the mean population of the year, is 10°96 per cent., 
being slightly in excess of the proportion in 1868.

It may not be uninteresting to notice, as will be seen upon referring to 
Table No. 3, Appendix A, that the births are most numerous in the second 
and third quarters of the year—our coolest season; a fact which seems also 
to rule in England, where the births are most numerous in the winter and 
spring quarters. 
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MARRIAGES. 

There were 903 marriages registered in the Colony during 1869, a 
number greater by forty than in the previous year—a centesimal increase 
of 4°64. 

A gradual falling off in the number of marriages celebrated has been 

apparent since the year 1865, when the highest number was registered, viZ., 
1,074; and it is, therefore, satisfactory to observe that an increase has again 
taken place in 1869. In Table No. 1, Appendix A, the relative numbers are 
given. 
2 Bearing upon the subject of the effect the prospects of the people, 
either good or bad, have upon the increase or decrease in the number of 
marriages celebrated, a short quotation from the observations made by the 
Registrar-General of England, in his Report on Births, &c., for 1868, is worth 
transcribing. He says, relative to a falling off in the number of marriages 
celebrated that year—< As the fluctuations in marriages express pretty 
accurately the condition and prospects of the people, it may be inferred from 
these numbers that the commercial depression of the country has not been 
dispelled. The circumstances which have caused so remarkable a decrease, 
and which are traceable to the prostration of trade and national industry, 
began in 1866-7; and, notwithstanding the bountiful yield of the wheat 
harvest of 1868, continued throughout that year.” 

Any person conversant with the history of Queensland since 1865, 
who will refer to the table mentioned above, cannot fail to be struck with the 
truth of Mr. Graham’s proposition, which seems as applicable to this Colony 
as to England. It is, therefore, to be hoped that the increase perceptible in 
the marriages celebrated in 1869 may be a presage to improvement in the 
prospects of the people of Queensland. 

The subjoined table shows the number of marriages celebrated by 
each denomination, and in the Registrars’ Offices, comparing the results 
shown by the returns of 1868 with those of 1869.

From the foregoing it will be observed that the marriages celebrated 
by the Church of England have slightly increased, as have also those 
solemnized by Wesleyans, Primitive Methodists, Lutherans, and Baptists. 
The largest increase, however, is apparent in marriages performed by the 
District Registrars, which exhibit an addition to the number performed in 
1868 of 24. This, in a great measure, may be attributed to the small number 
of Clergymen residing or itinerating in the interior of the Colony. ‘The 
Church of Rome has yet the largest number of marriages celebrated of any 
denomination, but there is a falling off in the number in 1869 compared 
with 1868. The same decrease is remarked in nearly all the other denomina- 


tions not specified above, except the Presbyterians, who are only one behind 
the number registered in 1868, 
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Table No. 4, Appendix A, shows the number of marriages celebrated 
by each denomination in the various districts of the Colony during 1869. 


The social condition of the parties married are classified as follows :— 
724 bachelors to spinsters, 86 bachelors to widows, 59 widowers to spinsters, 
and 34 widowers to widows. The following shows the percentage of each 
class to the total number of marriages :—

The Marriage returns for 1869 show that 15 males, or 1-66 per cent., 
and 215 females, or 23°82 per cent., were married under the age of 21 years. 
This result indicates the largest percentage of males married under age in this 
this Colony since 1860. ‘The relative percentage for each year is given

From this it will be perceived that the number registered each quarter 
was nearly equal, the majority, however, being in the second and third 
quarters. 


BIRTHS COMPARED WITH DEATHS. 


Before proceeding to point out the facts especially deserving of 
notice, connected with the mortality amongst the population during the past 
year, it is desirable to institute a brief comparison between the births and 
deaths registered for that period. 


As previously stated, the increase by excess of Births over Deaths 
was 2,893, viz., 1,263 males, and 1,630 females; a centesimal ratio of 
increase of 8°71 per cent. This result is satisfactory compared with 1868, 
in which year a falling off of 2°56 in the ratio of increase was apparent 
compared with 1867, 
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The following table shows the Births registered in each district, 
compared with the Deaths in such district, during 1869 :-—

DEATHS 


The number of Deaths registered during 1869 was 1.761, viz., 1,149 
males, and 612 females, against iL 799 registered in 1868, thus exhibiting a, 
numerical decrease of 38, and a centesimal ratio of decrease of 2°11 
cent. in the year first mentioned ; but as the population has increased in 1869, 
the rate of mortality must be considered to have decreased beyond the 
proportion indicated by the figures given above. 

The next important fact for consideration is the causes which lead to 
the death of so many persons during last year. The following table contains 
the percentage of deaths for the last six years from each cause, classified in 
accordance with the tables in use in England and most of the adjoining colonies.

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The greatest possible care was exercised in preparing and checking 
the tables from which the preceding one has been compiled. To the medical 
gentlemen in the various districts of the Colony the public are indebted for 
the valuable assistance they have afforded in certifying to the causes of deaths 
in all cases where they have been employed professionally, but much yet 
remains to be done to render the classification more complete—especially in 
cases where magisterial enquiries are held. Great difficulties are felt in prepar- 
ing tables of the kind, from the frequency which magistrates, as a rule, in 
fillmg up the form of “ Information for District Registrar,’ use such

describing cause of death. 


A careful study of the table given above will show that of the 1st 

Class, 
ZYMOTIC DISEASES, 

the diseases classified under the 1st Order, Miasmatic, have usually been very 
fatal; but it is gratifying to perceive, that notwithstanding the annual 
increase in the population, the proportion of deaths included in that order, 
and indeed in all others in the Class Zymotic, are gradually decreasing. In this 
class the various diseases named fluctuate from year to ‘Year, and sometimes 
assume the character of epidemics, induced, no doubt, in populous localities, 
by neglect in sanitary arrangements. The gradual diminution in that class 
of disease, noticed above, tends to show that as the population, particularly 
in our large towns, gain experience of the effects of this climate, they are 
more careful in making proper sanitary provisions, such as drainage, &e., and 
some have succeeded in securing a supply of water which, both in quantity 
and quality, is vastly superior to that used some years since. Much, however, 
yet remains to be done in that direction. Diarrhcea, dysentery, and fevers, 
are by far the most prevalent in the Miasmatic order, particularly amongst 
children, and, on this subject, Dr. Farr, in his exhaustive letter to the 
Registrar-General of England on causes of death in that country in 1868, 
attributes the prevalence of the disease first mentioned, in that year, to the 
bad quality of the water used in many towns in the kingdom. 


From the diseases classed as No. 2, 
CONSTITUTIONAL, 
a comparatively small proportion of deaths occur, and there can be no 
question that the percentage under Order 2, Tubercular Diseases, would not 
be nearly so great were it not that many persons suffering from phthisis come 
from other colonies in an almost hopeless state of health, trusting that the 
salubrious nature of this climate may be of service to them, but ultimately 
die here, causing the rate of mortality under that head to be greater than 
would otherwise be the case. 


Of the 8rd Class, 
LOCAL DISEASES, 
by far the most numerous deaths take place—first, from diseases of the 
neryous system, and, secondly, from those of the respiratory system. 

It may not be uninteresting to notice that the climate seems to have 
no effect in lessening the proportion of deaths in this class, as the percentage 
is also greatest in England, where, in 1868, over 123,000 died from diseases 
under this head. 


Under Class No. 4, 
DEVELOPMENTAL DISEASES, 
or diseases incidental to the processes of reproduction, development, decay, 
and growth, deaths classified under Orders Nos. 1 and 4 are still the most 
numerous. The greater number who died from the causes included under 
the orders mentioned are children, and the proportion is nearly the same for 
the last five years. 
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With respect to Class No. 5, 


VIOLENT DEATHS, 


the proportion of those resulting from accident or negligence 1s very large 
when the number of our population is taken into consideration. No less 
than 166 males and 21 females died from this cause In 1869, being a 
percentage of 10°62 to the total deaths. Drowning, and accidents caused by 
horses, seem to be the most numerous of deaths classified as above. 

It is satisfactory to remark that the proportion in the number of deaths, 
the causes of which are either unascertained, ill-defined, or unspecified, is 
decreasing, as it adds to the value of the tables the smaller the number 
appearing under these heads. A little more care on the part of District 
Registrars in ascertaining the actual cause of death in each case, and 
somewhat more assistance afforded to them by magistrates and others in 
supplying proper information, would reduce the proportion to a mere 
nominal figure. In Brisbane District, 1869, the percentage under these 
heads was only 0°73. 


PROPORTION OF DEATHS ACCORDING TO SEXES. 


Attention is directed to the proportion of each sex which died during 
the year, and as the number has been previously given, it is merely necessary 
to state that the deaths of females were only in the ratio of 53°26 to each 
100 deaths of males. The decrease in the percentage of females who died 
to every 100 males during the last five years, is manifest from the following 
table :—

The mortality amongst our population was greatest during the first 
quarter of the year, our hottest season, in which period 5389 deaths were 
registered. The next largest number of deaths was recorded in the second 
quarter, namely, 488; and in the third and fourth quarters, 342 and 392 were 
the respective numbers registered. 

As the seasons may, to a certain extent, have some influence on the 
death rate, the reader is referred to the meteorological tables published as 
Appendix B to this Report. Upon examining these tables it will be 
seen, from the observations taken in Brisbane, where the summer is generally 
cooler than in the remainder of the colony, that the mean maximum of the 
thermometer in the sun, during the first six months of 1869, was 112°5, with 
a rainfall of 39°83 inches; that during the last six months, the mean maximum 
of the thermometer was 113°2, with a rainfall of 14°53 inches; that the mean 
minimum of the thermometer in the shade during the first period above- 
mentioned, was 56°6, and during the latter period, was 53°7. The Registrar- 
General of England observes, that in that country, during the third quarter 
of 1868, the mean temperature of the season was 3 degrees above the average ; 
the quantity of rain which fell during the same time was deficient to the 
amount of 2°5 inches, and that the mortality of that quarter of 1868 was 
3°27 per 1,000 above the average. 

The population of this colony is so migratory in its character, that it is 
scarcely possible to arrive at a fair criterion of the percentage of increase or 
decrease of deaths which take place in any one locality ; but it may be well to 
point out, that amongst the centres of our population, the districts of 
Brisbane, Ipswich, Drayton and Toowoomba, Gayndah, Warwick, and 
Townsville, show a marked decrease in the percentage of deaths; while 
Rockhampton, Maryborough, Leyburn, and Cape River, exhibit an increase 
in the percentage, but not to any very great degree. 
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INFANTILE MORTALITY. 


The next subject for consideration, is the mortality of children. The 
subjomed table shows the deaths which took place amongst children under 
five years of age.

It will be observed that there is a numerical decrease of 68 deaths of 
children under five years of age, in 1869, compared with 1868—of that 
decrease 19 were of those under two years of age, and 49 above two and under 
five years. There can be no doubt whatever that a large percentage of 
deaths of children under the age mentioned is traceable to the neglect of 
parents, want of proper nourishment, and to the ill-constructed, badly 
drained and ventilated dwellings of the poorer classes in towns. No 
argument is necessary to prove that, even in Brisbane, with the advantage of 
a large supply of pure water, the chances are greatly against the life of a 
child inhabiting some of the low-lying streets of that city. For instance, 
take part of Albert street, Adelaide street, and the lower part of South 
Brisbane and Fortitude Valley. Who will venture to say that the poisonous 
miasma arising from the stagnant pools and open sewers in these localities 
does not convey the cause of death to many a child living in such precincts ? 
Annexed is a table showing the total deaths during each year, since 1860, 
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of children under five years of age, and the percentage such deaths bear to 
the total deaths of the year.

This shows that for the last five years infantile mortality has slightly 
decreased, and, as before intimated, children are always the heaviest sufferers 
from insalubrity; it is, therefore, the more urgently required that means should 
be adopted whereby the death rate amongst that class of the population may 
be lessened, and a valuable portion of our community secured to the fullest 
extent possible against the ravages which disease and death has hitherto 
made amongst them. 


MARINE BIRTHS AND DEATHS. 


The Registration Act provides that commanders of all British and 
Colonial vessels shall furnish to the Health Officer or Chief Officer of 
Customs the particulars of every birth and death which shall have occurred on 
board the vessels under their command while at sea. These returns are after- 
wards forwarded to me, and the table given underneath contains the number 
of such registrations made in my office during the year 1869.

APPENDIX B. 
REPORT OF THE METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVER. 


Sir, 

During the past year the recording of Meteorological Observations throughout the 
colony has steadily progressed. At the close of the year 1868, upon undertaking the duties of this 
office, I found the Brisbane station only in existence, and the results recorded there could alone be 
published ; as, however, several new stations have since been established, a greater amount of 
information can now be given. 

In my Report for 1868 it was stated that new stations, with complete sets of instruments, 
had been established at Cape Moreton, Toowoomba, and Warwick; and, shortly afterwards, I was 
enabled to obtain accurate and comprehensive records from the most remote portion of the colony ;— 
a full set of instruments having been sent to Cape York, and taken in charge by the Resident 
Magistrate, H. M. Chester, Esquire. The returns are forwarded as opportunity offers, and 
published in the Government Gazette, uniformly with those from other stations. Thus, the 
valuable records obtained by Dr. Haran, when resident at Cape York, are supplemented by those of 
another gentleman equally competent in observing, and careful in recording. The position of this 
station renders those observations of peculiar value, as, from its geographical situation and 
isolation, there exists but little probability of similar returns being obtained in that region. 

At Sweer’s Island, near the southern extremity of the Gulf cf Carpentaria, latitude, 
17 degrees 7 minutes, south ; longitude, 139 degrees 41 minutes, east, the Resident Sub-Collector 
of Customs, G. F. Sandrock, Esquire, has undertaken the charge of a full set of instruments. 
For several years past this gentleman has contributed information as to the barometric observations 
obtained in that locality ; but, being almost destitute of instruments, and possessing only a barometer, 
his efforts were not so successful as they deserved to be. At the close of 1869, a complete set 
having been placed under his control, the most satisfactory results have been obtained, and are 
regularly published in the Government G'azette, in a summarised form, uniform with those received 
from the other stations. 

There are now five principal stations, exclusive of the original one at Brisbane, having 
complete sets of instruments of the most approved construction, in the hands of careful and 
experienced observers who, I may add, faithfully and zealously discharge the ceaseless duties 
devolving upon them, namely:—Cape Moreton, under James Brayden, Esquire; Toowoomba, 
T. H. Cowl, Esquire; Warwick, TT. Towell, Esquire ; Cape York, H. M. Chester, Esquire; and Sweer’s 
Island, G. F. Sandrock, Esquire. Before the close of the present year I hope to have several new 
stations established in suitable localities in the northern portion of the colony. 

A knowledge of the distribution and quantity of the rainfall being of great importance to all 
interested in pastoral or agricultural pursuits, efforts were made during the year to place a rain- 
gauge at each telegraph station in the colony, in order that reliable records might be derived from 
them at the beginning of 1870; but, although in several instances this result was arrived at, some 
time elapsed before complete sets of rain returns were obtained. At present, the results from 
thirty-two different stations are published monthly in the Gazette, showing the quantity of rain and 
the number of wet days in each month; and also, the maximum fall during twenty-four hours, 
with date of same. Attached to this report will be found a table showing the amount of rainfall, 
and number of wet days, during each month, at Brisbane, for ten years; at Warwick, for five years; 
and at Rainworth, near Springsure, for a like period. For this latter contribution I am indebted 
to the kindness of J. Gregson, Esquire, he having caused the rainfall on his station to be carefully 
observed and recorded for a series of years. 

The variations of temperature in Brisbane, during the year 1869, have been greater than 
that of any other for the past ten years—the time during which observations have been taken here; 
the maximum heat in shade, 108°, was on 2nd January, and the minimum of cold, 27°, on 4th 
August. It was feared this last would have partially destroyed the crop of growing sugar cane, but 
much less injury resulted than had been anticipated, and what did occur was chiefly confined to the 
canes growing on low-lying or undrained land. During the year, on no other occasions than those 
above mentioned, did the temperature rise above 100° in shade, or descend below 32° on grass. 

Believing that it is only by comparison a knowledge of climate is to be obtained, I have 
taken every available opportunity of placing before the public the means of contrasting the informa- 
tion obtained at various periods: thus, in the summary published monthly of the observations taken 
at Brisbane, the results obtained during the corresponding months for nine years previous are shown 
of the following, viz. :—Mean shade temperature of month; amount of rainfall, and number of days 
rain fell; the amount of evaporation; the number of positive and negative electrical observations ; 
and the direction of the prevailing winds. 
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Communications haye been opened, and exchanges of documents continue to be made, with 
the principal observatories in the world. Books and papers continue to be forwarded to this 
observatory, and volumes of great scientific value have been received from the Meteorological Office, 
in London, from Washington, U.S., St. Petersburgh, Paris, Caleutta, and the Australian Colonies; 
letters have also been received from Her Majesty’s Government, the Astronomer Royal of England, 
and from several scientific and learned bodies, desirous of obtaining copies of the observations taken 
in this colony. 


It is to be regretted that no accurate information as to the effect of the changes of weather 
upon the public health is to be obtained ; to the student such a report would be highly interesting, 
and to the physician, afford a knowledge of, and a means of preparing for, and guarding against, 
the disastrous results arising from such causes. 


Attention has been lately called to the probable effects on climate to be apprehended from 
the indiscriminate destruction of our forest trees. This is a subject well worthy of the earnest 
consideration of all interested in the future well being of this country, as there can be no doubt of 
the injurious effects certain to follow if the present reckless system be continued. It is to be 
sincerely hoped that steps may be taken, either to put a stop to the plan now pursued, or to replace 
those trees removed. 


The instruments at the various stations continue to be in good order, and, with few 
exceptions, work very satisfactorily. 
The instruments in use at the chief station at Brisbane, are as follow :—

Minimum registering dry bulb shade thermometer. 
Maximum registering exposed thermometer, bulb in vacuo. 
Maximum registering exposed thermometer, bulb exposed.

Minimum registering soil thermometer. 
Shade dry bulb thermometer. 
Shade wet bulb thermometer. 
Robinson’s anemometer. 
Glaisher’s rain gauge. 
Gold leaf electrometer. 
Evaporation gauge. 
And box for exposing ozone paper.
